— The largest shipment 
nl thoroughbred^ <>n record from Juarez will leave 
there TmAday next for Overland Park to part ieipate 
in the race meeting to be held under the allspices 
of the Colorado Agricultural Fair and Racing As- 
sociation. June 12 to July .*». Secretary J. <». Tab 
Imt! lias received a great many entries for the 
slakes that are to he decided during the twenty tlavs 
of racing. 

it will take twenty Arms I'ulace horse ears to 
transport the first part of the hig shipment. l*c- 
sides the Pullman and dining ears to accommodate 
the small sized army of owners, trainers, jockeys, 
their wives and attendants. 

The special will lie run on passenger schedule 
and in two sections. The horse cars will contain 
two hundred and forty head in the first section. 

The second special will follow just as soon as the 
home ears which are used in the first special 
can lie unloaded and sent back. Owing to 
the heavy shipment of horses to the east for 
shiunieut to Europe, there is a scarcity of horse

He is a wcll- 
I ii.iwii steeplechase jockey, both in England and 
in (lie Continent, and lias ridden winners in many 
parts of tlie country where the war is now raging. 

Redfern and the rest of the late Lord Cadogan's 
horses, seven altogether, including four two-year 
olds, are t i he sold by order of tin* executors, at 
Newmarket, on the morning of the Two Thousand 
Guineas. 

The death has occurred suddenly at the stud in 
Ireland of till* noted In rse.

Flying Hackle 
won good races himself, ineluding tin* international 
Foal Stakes at l.eopardstown and the Raldoyle 
Derby. He aNo sired Royal Weaver and Better 
Mill, lie was eighteen years old. 

View Law was almost tin* first North-country 
horse to win the Lincolnshire Handicap during the 
history of the race, if not tin* first, and it was re 
ported til Lincoln that the colt was tried at Gos- 
fortli Park in the presence of some three thousand 
soldiers who are quartered .in tin* course. Tin* spin 
was satisfactory and “Tommy" doubtless lienetited 
accordingly. 

The New Zealand breeder. Mr. J. F. Reid, lias 
still ered a severe loss by tin* death of the English- 
bred stallion. Rokel-y. Roketiy was got hy Rock 
Sand from Aida, and that lie was accepted as a 
stud success something like pointed proof is to be 
found in tin* fact that a trio of youngsters sired 
by It ini realized l.O.su guineas at Auckland in No- 
vember. 

The four-year old Silver Balm has been purchased 
by Clareiee Hailey of Newmarket for an Indian 
client. This good lo king .*11111 well-bred filly won 
four races off the reel last year, including the 
Stockton Handicap. .Mr. Hailev lias also bought 
Viili la good winner t for linla, and tsitli purchases 
should do well there, as have Arthur 1!.. Kcmplon 
anil Bachelor's Wedding. These were bought by 
Mr. Hailey, and between them won nearly all the 
hig races in India last winter. 

A popular victory at Lincoln was that of Musk 
in the Tatliwell Auction Stakes, the youngster car- 
rying the colors of Lord Villicrs. who in his capac- 
ity as steward of the Jockey ('lull, has done much 
towards looping racing going. Musk is excis'd 
ingl.v well bred, being by Myriim. a son of Flying 
lox. from Airs and Graces, tin* Oaks winner. 
Myram is a brother to .lardy. Only a trio bad quo- 
tations in a field of eleven, and they were the lead- 
ers at the end of the race. 

Patrick, which won the Union Jack Stakes at 
Liverissil. March 115, is one of tlie lionniest gray 
1 *ol ts in make and sha|ie that lias been situ for 
seasons. He is tlie essence of quality, with a bark 
as strong as a cart colt and limbs of iron. He bail 
tin* advantage of fitness over Costello, favorite and 
second horse, as quite a lot of snow has recently 
visited tin* district where Robinson trains. Cos- 
tello lias made much progress in looks since his 
two-year-old days. 

U. K. Sicvier intends to go in for racing ouce 
more, and lias taken out a trainer’s licence. In 
order to Is* in close touch with his journalistic dut- 
ies his training establishment will be located at 
Epsom, where at the outset in* will confine his 
iiilenlioti lo ,1 number of t wo- yea r-olds which he 
lias tired himself. Mr. Sievier’s son. who is some- 
what of a giant in stature, is in tin* Royal Field 
Artillery, and tisik a prominent part in tlie Neuve 
t liaiadle battle. Iml happily was amongst those who

AUSTRALIAN TRAINING METHODS. 

In England, as in Australia, training methods 
have changed considerably during the past twenty- 
five or thirty years. For instance , a two miles’ 
gallop for a race at ttiat distance is something 
almost unheard of in Australia nowadays, a solid 
mile and three furlongs on tlie training track I icing 

considered hy tnanv trainers quite far ugh for 

any horse in its preparation for a Melbourne or 
Sydney Cup. It is contended that old-time methods 
took all the dash out of most horses, and that it 
is possilde to have them as right in the wind and 
• “•Iter in other respects without taxing them so 
heavily in private. In England three-year-olds, in 
particular, arc treated to much lighter preparations 

than in tlie past and in a til edition of tlie 

Sporting Life it was mentioned that this was due 
to the fact that, in addition to having deteriorated 
in size, they did not seem to possess tlie iron con 
(dilutions of tlieir ancestors. However, it would lie 
pretty safe lo hot that as racing machines they arc 

s ni«*ri r to their ancestors, just as in Aiisiralii

Love of the horse and horse racing stand out 
prominently as one of tlie chief characteristics ol 
Up* Australian people, who by tlieir willing attend 
mire at all <>f 1 1- larger race meetings show theii 
appreciation of tiV horse and Ids merits In no un- 
certain manner. 

Racing in Australia differs in many respects from 
racing, as it is now carried on, in this country. 
I 11 that southern continent racing is regarded more 
as a sport and less of a business than it is with 
us; commercialism is less raiu)mut ; change of venue 
is frequent and on big days a general holiday spirit 
seems to prevail. of course, there is betting, 
plenty of it. Almost everyone bets more or less 
and 1 don’t know that they are one whir the worse 
off. Outside of tlie speculative end there are many 
good folks who attend the races purely from love 
of tin* s|K>rt, and there are others who attend to 
.-•ee and In* seen, to foregather with their friends, 
enjoy the bright sunshine anil have a good time 
generally. 

Racing in Australia is not hurried through with 
as it is with us. On the big racing days, at Klein - 
ington ami Kaudwick, tlie opening event is set for 
one o'clock, an hour's interval i» allowed for lunch 
and the last race of the day is run off at live 

0 clock, wiiereas in this country half 11 dozen races 
lie crowded into a short two and one-half hours 
(ml sometimes even less. 

Itooknmkiiig is the form of speculati >11 which 
still holds sway in Australia, or rather in Victoria 
ami New .South Wales. South Australia having 
adopted the totalizator some time ago and recent 
advices seem to indicate that the machines will 
ssion he in operation in tin* other states as well. 

Bo <k making, 1 must say, always presents some un- 
desirable features and is not conducted in an alto- 
gether satisfactory manner in any quarter of tlie 
globe, and Australia is no exception to this rule. 
No prices arc posted, speculators having for the 
most part to rely upon the lung power ot the book- 
maker for tlie desired' information, and it is neces- 
sary to price* a horse several times before a fair 
average price can Is* obtained. in tin* old days 
iliiugs were appreciably worse. This was before 
Robert Sutton Sevier — of Sceptre fame — instituted 
tin* hag. paying after every race, Imt tlie system is 
by no means perfect .vet and won't he until tlie, 
totalizator is officially authorised. 

A fnv rite form of < 'em la t ion “down under’’ is 
betting on doubles. Wagers are made sometimes 
■<ix months ahead, practically at your own price and 
occasionally one of these doubles goes through, 
as was the case when Allured won the Caulfield and 
Rosinatus. the .Melt* time Cup, the luck v guesser 
drawing to tin* extent of some *175,On(). A truce, 
however, to betting. I started out to tell you some- 
thing of Australian racing, breeding and training 
methods. Australians, I take It, are the m st en- 
thusiastic turfmen in tin* world The Australian is 
a horn horseman, (tunes of a line of horsemen, and 

1 will venture to state there is not a town or vill- 
age in all Australia which does not hold an annual 

r semi-amiiial race meeting, and sometimes there is 
no town at all. For instance, there is Laneefiold. 
some fifty miles to tlie northwest of Melbourne. 
Laueelield consists of a rickety old grandstand, 
planted in a wide grassy paddock (pasture) where 
the races are run. Tlie course is marked out by a 
couple of ploughed furrows, yet the I.aneefield semi 
annual race meetings are well patronized, and a 
s|s*eial train is run from Melbourne, conveying a 
large contingent of racing folk and bookmakers as 
well as country squires, acci m pan led liy their dames 
and families, attend from miles around, coining in 
every conceivable sort of conveyance, some in 
wagons, others in jinkas, in buggies, on horseback. 

• ait rarely does one sec an Australian af ot. It 
was indeed a goodly concourse that assembled to 
witness the s;s<rt on the day of my visit, and I 
shall always look hack upon my tri-* to Laucetield 
as one if tin* most enjoyable during my sojourn in 
Australia. Tlie s|«*rt provided was of no mean or- 
der. though tlie purses were small— insignificant in 
fact — Imt 1 can testify to tlie fact that a horse was 
sold for a giNsl price on tlie strength of a win at 
Laneetield. Only one contretemps occurred during 
tin* afternoon. This came alxni! in the running of 
the third race, a six-furlong affair. The starter, 
a local nalsd*. somehow, got mixed * 11 his distances, 
and sent tin* field away from the five-furlong |*ost. 
Tlie race, of course, hail to lie run over and re- 
sulted in a dead heat. The outsider, as usually 
happens in such cases, eventually won. Yes! they 
run off these dead heats in Australia, a plan 1 take 
1 > la* highly commendable. 

The practice of starting horses more than once 
during an afternoon is by no means unusual. 1 saw 
one horse, a gray, start in three successive races 
at Albany, in West Australia, and win two of them. 
Albany is a small sea-girt town of some two thou- 
sand inhabitants and is a point of cal! for tin* big 
White Star freighters, Mcllxairuc bound, on tlieir 
way over from the Cape. On my last return voyage 
from Africa, where I had gone in meet some horses 
shipped to tin* from England, we arrived at Albany 
on the oik* day in the year on which a race meet- 
ing is held. Just imagine what a treat it was for 
ns. cooped up so I* hi g on the vessel, to run into any 
tiling >0 exciting as a rare meeting, ami all of us 
who could, from tin* skip|*er down, got away from 
the ship and went forth to witness the sport tin* 
good mi'll of Albany had provided. Appointments, 
it is true, were somewhat primitive. For instance, 

1 dinner gong did duty for a saddling i*oll. The 
course was siipposa*d to it,* grass, but was mostly 
sand: distances were not accurately staked out. no 
stabling for the horses was provided, but there 
was an air of jollity ami a sociability hard to de- 
scribe about the proceeding. Everyone seemed to 
thoroughly enjoy themselves ami made the occasion 
one for the ilisiMsisatiou of true Australian hos- 
pitality. Tills is tin* sort of meeting one could 
well wish to see istahlished in this country: sonic 
thing out of tlie ordinary* something apart from tlie 
stereo tv iM*<l once around the ring, racing now so 
'.illicit in vogue, and the institution of sm-h like 
country racing would. I fed assured, do much to 
wards popularizing the sport in the rural districts. 

Climatic influence plays its part in tht* develop- 
ment of special physical clriruct eristics in t*otli 
men and horses in Australia. A disposition to 
coarseness is noted in Australian bloodstock. Many 
of the thoroughbreds are raw-boned, angular, slack- 
loined. straight -necki*d. having large, imny heads 
with deep set eyes of remarkable clearness, but 
these Wali is have line, sloping shoulders, are deep 
through tlie heart, with the soundest of feet amt 
legs and are thoroughly honest and game. |u this 
country there is manifest a tendency towards tini- 
ness i)ue also to climatic influence. and this. I 
maintain, is the attributable cause of tin* failure 
>f so many famous imported horses to establish sire 
Hues of tlieir own. 

1’erhaps Australian horses lack dasli and early 
speed of their American confreres, hut they can 
be relied ii|*on t ■ stay the route ami carry imposts 
which would simply appal the average American 
trainer. Australian horses, too. are better manner- 
ed than ours, which is In part due to climate and 
part to cdii'ii t ion. Racing -t ildes are not. as Imre, 
located within tlie track ixiiiiiilary. and horses in 
walking to and from their h .me quartets income 
thoroughly accustomed to all the alarming sights 
and sounds of city travel, whereas in this country 
the average American racer is taught nothing out 



the way round the track and a lead to the cars when 
shipping. An Australian trainer of my acquaintance, 
who has hail perhaps more lo do with American- 
bred horses than any other trainer in Australia, 

• lulls them “these silly American horses which can- 
not be left alone for a moment without trouble.*’ 
the Australian is expected to stand hitched for an 
indefinite period by halter or bridle, as the ease 
may lie. walk, ridden or led by the side of another 
to a race meeting anywhere from five to fifty miles 
distant and home again that night. So far Ameri- 
can-bred horses have not attained any great i*opu- 
larity in Australia. Comparatively few, however, 
have been sent down and those which have gone 
were mostly youngsters, and n*» first class American 
race horse lias as yet tried conclusions with the 
Australian in his own bailiwick. 

Hamburg Belle, however, a daughter of imported 
i’lanudes and Saratoga Belle (Fayette's dam) and 
bred hy the sage of Hamburg Place, won a good 
race in the Adelaide Cup. and maybe there are 
others among tin* lot which 1 assisted in taking 
south in the autumn of 1!>11 that have since my de- 
parture from the land of the kangaroo developed 
into good racing machines. I doubt exceedingly, 

however, the wisdom of dispatching American-bred 
horses to Australia with a view to capturing some 
of their Idg stakes, for climatic conditions are all 
aganst this. Australian seasons, as you well know, 
are exactly the opposite of ours. The aeclimatizn- 
tion process takes months, sometimes years, ami I 
believe S' me horses never get really accustomed 
to the change in seasons. English importations are 
not much hotter off, though I fancy they do ac- 
climatize a Dir more readily than do the Americans, 
due, no doubt, t<> their being reared in the most 
maligned yet most wonderful climate under the 
sun. and English horses after a time regain their 
l*est form and are seen racing to g<»*d advantage. 

The English Iced Comedy King, imported as a 
suckling, by Persimmon — ’I ragedy Queen, won the 
Melbourne Cup in l'.ilO. and Lil.v vale the Sydney Clip 
last year, and I tan unhesitatingly sav that there 
is no form equal t<> English form, 'liie Waler is 
a I teller stayer and weight carrier than the Ameri- 
can, which, however, licks him for curly speed. The 
American, too, seems to lie upsides with the best 
of tin* English splinters. A reference to tlie Eng- 
lish calendars will bear me out in this if the trouble 
is taken to turn to the performances of Mediant, 
Runnymcde, Iron Mirk. Ham ion I eon. etc. I writ** 
litis in spite of Mr. Herman It. Dnryea’s Durbar II. 
having won last year’s Derby. Imi Durbar seems 
to have been fortunate enough to strike a had year 
amt was. subsequent to his Epsom success twice 
soundly trounced hy tlie Frenchman, Surduuapulc, 
the t*est three-year-old of 1!)14. 

A number of famous English stallions such as 
Musket. Fisherman, Gang Forward. Tim Whittier, 
St. Is*ger. IsM'hiel. Bill of Portland (sire of Mals- 
terl. Kelpie. Cap-apie. Splendour, The Peer (Dare- 
bin’s sire), etc., have been at one time or another 
imiMirted lo Australasia, anil I note where that 
gcucrous-hcartcd s|xirtsman. Mr. Norman Falkiner. 
lias purchased Absurdity, winner of the Middle Park 
Plate a lid brother to Jest, winner of the One Thou- 
sand Guineas and Oaks, and halt-brother to Black 
Jester, winner of the St. Legcr. I am sure Mr. 
Falkiner has my best wishes for success. A most 
liberal buyer and owner of that grand steeplechaser, 
Bullawarra. which was sent to England some time 
hack to take his part in this year’s Grand National. 
After all. Musket and Fisherman are the main fac- 
tors in the building up of Australian bloodstock, 
ably assisted l*v Goldsboroiigh. Chester, Sir Her- 
cules mid ^ attention. The Fisherman line now 
appears to la* on tin* down grade and Musket is 
hardly going >0 strong as in the days of Multiform, 
Hotchkiss. Nordrnfchlt. Trenton ami Carbine. 

1 In Midi tlie latter's son. Wallace, which stands near 
Melbourne at Mr. J. B. Smith’s Bmidnora farm, is 
the sire of many famous winners, his latest big 
gun being Kiugshurgh, winner of the Melbourne 
Cut* in 11)14. 

Walking one gorgeous Sunday morning in the 
beautiful and tastefully laid out Sydney botanical 
gardens, which are washed by the shilling blue 
waters of the finest harbor in the world. I was in- 
formed liy nil unusually well posted Australian turf- 
man. that there was. rn some quart ers. a. strong sus- 
picion that Musket was not the true sire of Carbine. 

I will not vouch for the truth or the story, hut 1 
do know that Carbine in make, shape and color did 
not take after tin* general run of Muskets, which 
were browns, heavy-topped, bulky horses, with 
rather uncertain underpinning, of amazing res du 
lion and gameness, attributes which won for them 
tlv* admiration and patronage of horsemen the world 
over, and only in the two latter ts did Car- 

bine take after the .Musket tribe. Carbine was a 
straight-necked, lightish bay, with tremendously 
develop'd propelling powers when I saw him at 
Wei beck in 1S96. and I don't think that anyone 
will contradict me when I say that Carbine was 
not an unqualified success as a sire in England, and 
the same may be said of Bill of Portland, sire of 
Maistcr, Bobadil ami Merriwee in Australia, ami 
on this account lie was repurchased for England 
where lie sto xi for a niimlier of years without ac- 
complishing anything out of the ordinary. Rill of 
Portland’s 11011 success, in addition to Carbine's 
partial failure, gives weight to my assertion that 
English form is superior to that of Australia. 

The dis|*osit jon of Australian breeders is now to 
use imported sires, and horses of St. Simon des- 
cent have been phenomenally successful. Mr. Sol 
Green’s noted sire, imported Positano. son of St. 

Simon — Ponza. by Springfield Napdi. by Macaroni, 
is the sire of no less than four winners of the Mel- 
bourne Cup in Lord Raglan. !>*rd Nolan. Poseidon 
and Piastre. Horses carry tint little flesh when 

racing at tin* top of their form. In New Zealand, 
however, the reverse is the ease, hut the New 

Zealanders cannot stand the cold water dotich 
which so frequently follows an outing in Australia. 
Bandages are little worn, yet tin* soundness of the 
Australian horse is proverbial, and he wears bet- 
ter than any other within my ken. It is no un- 
common sight to see horses racing at their best 

at from ten to fifteen years of age. That natty 
little grey. Vanguard, a famous steeplechaser, was 
known to la* fourteen, fifteen months ag> and ap- 
parently as sound as ever lie was in his life. The 
soundness and protracted racing life of tie* Ana 
trallsn horse is m> doubt also in a great measure 
dm* 10 lack of early two-year- Id racing. The Aus- 
tralian turfman is willing to wait, pissesslng to a 
marked degree that estimable quality, patience, 
which is. unfortunately, so rare with us. 

No selling races are given. This. I think, is 
a mistake, for no better racing is witnessed than 
that which brings together a field of high class 
selling platers. Handicaps ami sweepstakes com 
prise tin* Dill of fare, placing. I am inclined to 
think, altogether too much |>ower in the hands of 
one man. 

Horse breeding is undertaken throughout Austra- 
lia. New Sou tli Wales lieing the chief nursery for 
tin* raising of blood stix-k. and in some sections foals 
at weaning time are turned out 011 grass, receiving 
absolutely no grain or aiteutioii until they hit 
brought up to 1m* put into sale condition or go into 
1 raining. These yearlings conn* tip as well grown, 
fat and hearty as any Imiicli of stall fed Kentucky 
youngster, despite the supposed superior uutrutive 1 



•JUAREZ SEASON AT AN END 

LONGEST MEETING IN HISTORY OF MEXICAN 
COURSE COMES TO A CLOSE. 



Plans for Next Winter Expected to Closely Follow 
Those of Season Just Terminated — Bi<j Crowd 
Out for Final Day of Sport, 



El Paso, Tex.. April 11. — The winter meeting of 
the Jockey flub Jtiaiez. which began last Tlianks- 
giving day and lias continued uninterruptedly ever 
since save for tin* few days 0:1 which it was im 
possilde to conduct the spirt, because of snow 
storms ami other a d verse weather conditions, came 
to a close this afternoon. The length of the meeting 
— one hundred and twenty-three racing days -broke 
all records for the course ami exceeded liy a sub- 
stantial margin tlie one )iiindr<*d days of racing 
which General Manager Matt J. Winn promised 
horsemen and other patrons of the spirt in making 
his advance announcement of plans for tlie meet- 
ing. tin tlie whole the meeting has been success- 
ful. in spite of keener competition from other win- 
ter racing centers than ill preceding seasons and 
other factors that operated against it. It is under 
stood that tin* el nl* ends the season with a balance 
on the right side of tin* ledger, although possibly 
not so mitcli as jn the immediately preceding sia 
sons. While the plans for next season have not 
D 0011 formally announced, it is understood that they 
will not materially depart from what lias come 
to lie regarded as the fixed program here. There 
lias been some desultory talk that next season may 
see tlie installation of the pari-mutuels at Juarez. 
Imt this probably is premature and undoubtedly 
grows out ot the fact that tin* syndicate which 
financed the Ixiokmaking at the .Mexican truck this 
season has opera t ml at a loss of some £*!>.< mil. 

Fewer horses will go from here to Kentucky w ith 
(lie closing of tlie meeting than ordinarily. To 
begin with, lip, Kentucky contingent was ‘not so 
strong here this winter as in former seasons, ami 
then most of tlie more important staldes already 
havc been shipped east. The bulk of the horse's 
remaining here are those oT owners who usually 
confine tlieir racing to the far west ami with few 
exceptions they will lie shipped t<> Denver for the 
meeting which is scheduled to take place at Over- 
land park in Jiim*. Then* will bo a substantial 
shipment to the half-mile track circuit in Eastern 
Canada. 

A tremendous crowd gathered at the course to 

enjoy the filial day of racing. Ideal weather con- 
ditious prevailed and the fields were uniformly 
large. A mile handicap occupied the place <*f honor 
op the program. All ten of the horses named in the 
overnight entries as prospective si art ers went lo tin* 
lost and tin* K. D. Weir entry, consisting of Ring- 
ling and Beulah S., figured as a receding first 

choice. Beulah S. was sent out to make the pare 
and led until well into the stretch before sin* 
retired. Riugliug, outpaced in tin* early racing, 
came fast at the end and overhauled all Imt Mini 
Kill, which likewise came from behind ami scored an 
easy victory. Kootenay, a forward contender all 
the way, outlasted Beulah S. for third money. Mud 
Kill was quoted at tin* remunerative ixltis of 1 ; 
to 1. 

Other outsiders that scored during the day were

G. Bernard Fenwick, the Maryland representa 
tive in tin- limits Committee, with tin- approval 
of his associates will shortly ask Hie Rules Com- 
mittee of tin* National Steeplechase and Hunt 
Association to make provisions for what lie be- 
lieves has been an abuse of the hunter classifi- 
cation.

THE QUESTION OF COLOR IN RACE HORSES. 



W. 8. Voshttrgh, liatidicapper for the Jockey Club, 
and an aulhqrity of high standing on tin* thorough- 
bred, commenting on the statement of another writer 
that "I have not had a single authenticated ease 
where chestnut sire and dam have produced any- 
thing lint chestnut.” says that he can recall two 
eases where chestnut parents did not breed trie. 

lie goes i.n to say: ’’The brown colt Dick Wilson, 

foaled 1893. by Hawthorn from Grace Edwards, is a 
son of parents Isitli of which wen- chestnuts. Haw- 
thorn. a ell. stunt colt foaled 1890, was by Major 
Richards from Lady Longfellow, a daughter of Long 
fellow, owned by Mr. Sanford Lytic, of Lexington, 
Ky. Grace Edwards, chestnut mare, foaled 1891, 
by Harry Edwards from Grace Tower by Jack Gam 
Nil. This colt Dick Wilson raced for upwards of 
five seasons, and In- had a younger full sister like 
himself, a brown. 

“The famous race horse. Checkmate, is another 
example. He was a liruwn. foaled 1874. and bis 
parents Glen Athol and Full Cry were liotb chest- 
nuts. I have a strong personal recollection of Check- 
mate, having seen him run most of his races. He 
was what I would call it mouse-brown. Ills sire. 
Glen Athol, was a light chestnut (son of Blair 
Athol), which came here as a two-year old with 
Bttckden in 1871. and the late Mr. R. W. Cameron 
sold him to Woodhurn in tin- autumn of that year. 
He was pigeou-tiM-d and useless as :: race horse, but 
In- sired Checkmate and Glen more, two of the best 
performers of their era. 

’•Checkmate was first credited in the Stud Book 
to I’lam-t, lint Mr. Lucas Rrodhead. manager of the 
Woodhurn Stud, bad it corrected, and lie now ap- 
pears as a son of Glen Athol. I recall having stated 
in tlie Spirit of the Times in 1882 that Checkmate 
looked more like some of the Planets — notably Wilis - 
per — than In- did tin- Glen Athols, and Mr. Itr- allo-ad 
wrote me a long letter bringing evidence that Check 
mate was really by Glen Athol. 

“But even if Checkmate was by Planet il would 
not alter the matter, for Planet, too. was a chest- 
nut. tin* son of bay parents. Revenue and Nina. The 
two eases 1 cite, those of Hick Wilson and Check 
mate, are the only ones "f which I have any knowl- 
edge. There may lie more if any one will search Hit- 
Stud Book for them, as it has been my experience 
that the Stud Book will furnish a man anything lie 
desires, whether to prove a theory or to disprove it. 
of course, chestnut is a color that usually breeds 
true, but tin- race horse is a breed that lias never 
N-i-n bred for color, as have some other breeds of 
horses, and is more likely than are other breeds to 
perforin titieer freaks in coloration. 

“And that is tlie point wlih h some recent writers 
on the coat color of race horses seem to overlook. 
Tbe race horse, tbe fighting coo!:, amt the coursing 
greyhound have all been bred for generations without 
regard to color, but for speed, courage and nervous 
force— constitutional qualities as opposed to fancy 
qualities. Their trial is on the rac-e course, the cock 
pit on tlie coursing ground: the other belongs in 
the show room. Such breeding without regard to 
color produces some strange results, often cases of 
reversion to a remote ancestor. 

“If is aside from tlie present question, lint per- 
sonally I regret that so much lias been written re- 
cently on tlie question of color, for wo have seen 
what breeding for color has done with poultry and 
dogs. Exhibitions are useful in that they stimulate 
tlie interest in stock, but they demand a breeding 
for points often at variance with utility. Some of 
the dogs exhibited at shows in the sporting classes 
show liy their feet and toe nails they are seldom 
if ever used in the field and. as for the show grey- 
hounds, it is likely that Winning Number, the last 
winner of the Waterloo Cup. could give one of them 
a furlong start and heat him in a quarter of a 
mile. And so it is with game fowls. Tin- show 
room with its breeding to feather (colon lias pro- 
duced a monstrosity with legs like stilts and necks 
like cranes. 

“Now such fowls are useless except for show. 
Tin- late Mr. Hunter’s fighting fowls were not bred 
to color, neither were the Heath woods, nor tin- North 
Itritous of Syracuse. X. Y.. Iired from the Gilliver 
birds brought from CumN-rlaml in England. Neither 
were tlie Fealherstom-hnughs. fur three cocks came 
over the ocean in 1S7t with Buckden and Glen 
Athol, and one was a brown red, one a black red 
and one a pile, and Mr. Cameron and Mr. Hunter, 
who had them, found their progeny invincible and 
breeding all colors. If wo breed with regard to 
color we often have to disregard constitutional 
qualities which for physical contention is the most 
necessary. 

“I can remember when a lioy hearing turfmen 
claim tlie chestnut sons of Lexington were inferior. 
True, during tlie first ten years in tlie stud taxing- 
ton’s I >est were bays, but in ISOS Gen. Duke, a 
chest nut, won tin- Belmont Stakes and was about 
tlie best colt of the year. In 1 ST«* came the chestnut 
Foster, a grand race horse, and in 1871 Wanderer, 
another chestnut and another grand race horse. I 
heard tin- same of Leamington, which in his first 
seasons produced his best in browns and bays: but 
then came Aristides. Olitipn, Harold. Spinaway and 
Onondaga, all ehestnnts and race horses of the first 
water. Leamington was himself a brown, like his 
sin- Faugh -a Ballngh, but tlie latter was full brother 
to the chestnut Birde.utclier. and moreover Leaming- 
ton's maternal grandsire Pantaloon was a chestnut: 
hence there was a strong leaven of chestnut in 
Ia-uiningtou despite Ills own color and the fact that 
his progeny were mostly brown. 

“All these controversies as to color and pedigree 
afford sillied s for intersting conversation, and open 
a field of interesting study t.> the novice. But to 
those of long experience, who have been face to face 
with tin- practical side of racing, it is difficult :n 
understand how anyone can lie impressed with their 
utility. To them, a horse is a horse without regard 
to what his color is, or what his nmnlH-r is. or 
whether he conforms to any system or any ism. 
figure, theory, fad or fancy.” 

ILL FATE OF LINCOLNSHIRE FAVORITES. 



The man wlio consistently supports the favorite 
for the Lincolnshire Handicap year in and year out 
— if there is “sieli a person” — may reasonably sug- 
gest that ir is about time lie Imd another turn. 
Certainly lie will have been waiting fairly long for 
tin- day — or Her Tag, as tlie Germans would say. 
Favorites have been the reverse of successful of 
late years in tlie first big liaudieap of the season. 
As a matter of fact, on only two occasions since 
the dawn of a new ceutury has the first choice real- 
ized popular expectations on the t'arliolme. By tin- 
way. one of these days somebody may write of the 
Lincoln without mentioning the ('arholinc. 

But to return to the subject of the late of Lin 
eolnshire favorites. Eleven years have elapsed 
since the triumph of t lie "good thing" had last to 
be chronicled, the successful animal on that occa- 
sion being Uninsured, which, ridden by It. Dillon, 
defeated twenty-two rivals, and landed one of the 
coups for which Nethcravon is fatuous. The other 
successful favorite of the present century was Little 
Eva. which won for the Grateley stable, in those 
days presided over l»y Captain Kewieke. This six- 
year-old mare put up four pounds overweight for the 
services of Otto Madden. 

Several other favorites have been thereabouts, 
however. One of these was tlie four-year-old War 
fare, which ran third to lamg Set and Uncle Pat. 
Warfare had accomplished little during his second 
season, his one successful effort in eight attempts 
being in a plate at Warwick late in tin- year. Be 
fore Lincoln came along, however. Mr. 11. I*. Nick- 
all's eolt was discovered to possess a great chance 
in the handicap, weighted as lie was with only 85 
IMiunds; lint, ridden by Ixingliiirst. lie could do 
nothing lietter than obtain a place. Warfare subse- 
quently descended to selling plate rank among 
hurdlers, while the winner established a reputation 
as a champion among handicapin-rs. 

In the year immediately preceding the majority 
of hackers pinned their faith to Dalnaerag. which 
rewarded them by finishing unplaced to Mr. Hib- 
bert's Mereutio. whose victory was not unexpected 
by his owner: while in 1910 the American-bred De- 
lirium was favorite, but could only contrive to run 
a respectable fourth to the rejuvenated C'inderello. 
which credited Robinson with his fourth ‘‘Lincoln.” 
The Foxhill trainer's three previous victories were, 
won in consecutive years through the agency of 
(’lora tie. Winklield's Pride and Prince Barealdine. 
The first -named holds a record in connection with 
the race, being the only horse to succeed with up- 
wards of 12<’> pounds in the saddle. Cloraiie’s weight 
was 130 pounds. 

In 1909 that useful animal Succour was tin* most 
fancied article, but an outsider in Duke of Sparta 
reached the winning post first. Ill the two preced- 
ing years public judgment was at fault. Land 
League and His Eminence having no chance witli 
Kaffir Chief and <>b respectively. The last-named 
had also won in 19(111. blit it was bv only a head 
that the favorite. Dean Swift, was lteaton. Ob is 
another record-holder, being the only horse to carry 
off tlie "Lincoln” on two occasions. 

In 1905 experts could not make up llieir minds. 
Icing unable to decide lietwi-en Cattv Crag and 
Vedas. Tin- latter had won the Broekleshy Stakes 
on the same track, and later enrolled his name 
eii the list of Tw.i 'Thousand winners. Neither of 
the joint favorites, however, seriously troubled 
Sansovino. 

As indicated, the favorite had a turn in 1904. 
Imt a twelfth month curler Lord Carnarvon’s 
Stewards’ Cup winner. Mauveziti. fnil-.l to justify 
the confidence of bis numerous admirers, the spoils 
going to Over Norton, owned liy Mr. "Toddy” 
Irish. Some notable horses were lichind Over 
Norton. Filling third place was Ypsilnnti. dual 
winner of the “Jubilee." and other events: a 

Northumberland Plate winner in Cliftouh.-ill: a Two 
Thousand hero in Iiumlieuppcr: O’Donovau Rossa, 
which carried off tlie Stewards' Cup. starting at an 
outside price; a Cambridgeshire winner in Water- 



shed: Our Lassie, which later in the year won 

Hie Oaks for Mr. J. B. Joel: and last Imt cer- 
tainly not least. Sceptre. Mr. Sicvier’s famous 
filly was lop-weight, carrying 127 pounds, but was 
strongly fancied, despite her burden. Sin- ran 
well. Imt not sufficiently so to gain one of the 
places, finishing fifth, just behind Cliftonhnll. 

Sceptre was aiso included among those compet- 
ing for the race in 1902. for which sin- was 
favorite, despite the fact that tradition was all 
against the success of three-year-olds in general 
and three-year-old fillies in particular. A terrific 
race was witnessed that March. Sceptre almost 
succeeded in defying tradition, going under by a 
I'ead to St. Maeloii. with Over Norton a short 
head away third, ami The Solicitor a neck further 
in the rear. St. Mael.ni — a four-year-old of mure 
Ilian average excellence, only carried lio pounds, 
while Sceptre carried 90 pounds, so that the filly, 
though failing, may lie said to have recorded an 
exceptionally good performance. 

In the opening year of the century the Aus- 
tralian-bred Survivor was installed as favorite, but 
it was Sir Geoffrev. ridden by Moniington Can- 
non. which carried off till* siioils, with tin- favorite 
out of the leading lot. — “J. F. P.” in London 
Sporting Life. 



SIDELIGHTS ON ENGLISH RACING. 



Some interesting sidelights were developed in 
tli»' discussion -m tlie discontinuance of racing 
in England during Hie war. a dismission which 
appeals to have had origin in the advocacy of such 
a course by The London Times, no longer the 
dominant factor it once was in English thought. 
The argument that to continue racing would create 
a wrong impression in tlie minds of the allies as 
to Britain’s seriousness has lieen disposed of by 
the subsequent steps taken to revive racing in 
France and the -restoration to tin- clubs of some 
of tlie famous Parisian courses that bad Ik-cii 
taken over for military purposes when a siege of 
Paris was looked on as a practical certainty. Still, 
in view of Hie decision of the Jockey Club that 
tin* proper thing was to go on with liar racing 
— sli-eploclinsing lias not been interrupted all winter 
— some of the controversy is worth reading. it 
was only .'sent and Epsom that The Times thought 
should lie omitted, and there was not a demand 
for a general discontinuance. Referring to these 
meetings. I.ord Hamilton of Dalzeii wrote: 

“An episode in the South African war. which 
must lie as fresh in tlie memory of many others 
as it is in my own, makes me hope that this year 
-of all others — the Derby may lie run. It was at 
the close of the first day’s march of Lord Kolx-rts* 
army from Johannesburg to Pretoria — I think at a 
place called Lewkop — and the troops wen- just 
settling down in their liivouai s. Suddenly we saw 
heliographs Hashing and mounted messengers gal- 
loping to tlie various units, their arrival being 
greeted by loud and prolonged cheering. When 
the message reached us it was found to lie as 
f o'. lows: The Field .Marshall (’oniuianding-in-Chief 

wisiies it to be made known to all ranks that tlie 
Prince of Wales’ horse Diamond Jubilee has won 
the Derby.’ 1 venture to think that Lord Rolierts 
understood the British soldier lietter than those 
who are seeking to prevent the recurrence (liy no 
means an improbable event) of such a scene as was 
witnessed that day.” 

Lord Rosebery hail pointed out that tlie story of 
the refusal of the Epsom Grand Stand Company to 
allow further use of its buildings for hospital 
purposes w as a misapprehension- -tlie manager called 
it a wilful misrepresentation — and lie went on: 

“There are many, however, of our French allies 
who will remember tiial the winner of the Derby 
was announced in General Orders during the Crimean 
war. Why. indeed, should wo embark on the un- 
precedented course which you indicate and eon 
demn all our historical practice? Once before 
our country lias ts-cn engaged in a life-ami deal h 
struggle, at least as strenuous anil desperate as 
this— I mean that against the French Revolution 
ami Napoleon. Ail through that score of bloody 
years tin* Epsom and Ascot meetings were regu- 
larly hold, nor. indeed, duos il seem to have oc- 
curred to our forefathers that it was guilty to wit- 
ness races while we were at war. 1 remember 
asking tlie late Lord Strailhrokc which was tin- 

most interesting race tliut In* had ever witnessed 

for the Ascot Cup. He replied (I am almost sure, 
though it is outside my argument i that for 1815. 
which was run on June 8. eight days before Qua tie 
Bras, ten days la-fore Waterloo, when Napoleon 

and Wellington were confronting each other to 

contend for the championship of the world. I am. 
and desire to remain, remote from controversy, imt 
am anxious to remind yon of our history and tra- 
dition with regard to this question, and to ask 
you t» pause before you condemn not merely Epsom 
and. above ail. Ascot, but also tlie principles and 
practice of ancestor- not less chivalrous and humane 
than ourselves.” 

Wiiat was decided at the Jockey Club meeting 
was that racing should go on except where local 
conditions were adverse. It was further stated 
that at Ascot, which is the State meeting of tin- 
year. and is held on the King’s grounds, there 
would be no Royal enclosure and no social func- 
tions. Racing at Ascot may begin liefore luncheon, 
as in times of mourning. Admiral Sir Hcdworth 
Moux wrote: 

“I am opposed to. the abolition of tlie Derby for 
three reasons — (a) it would Is- unjust to the owners 
of good horses. Hi) unfair to the south country 
racing public, and (c) it would greatly encourage 
our enemies.” 

Lord Rosebery said there was a large section 
of the community who thought licit a fog of 
gloom ought to reign over the whole country. He 
believed that if the Prussians knew licit we Were 
so downhearted as not to lie able to hold these 
meetings they would spread it throughout their 
countries and the countries of their allies as a 
greater proof of English want of confidence and 
Iio|k- in tliis warfare than any reverse that we had 
sustained had ever afforded. 

A motion by Mr. laimhtoil that all races at the 
Newmarket Craven. Spring and July meetings should 
In- abandoned, with tlie exception of tlie Two 
Thousand and the One Thousand Guineas, could not 
find a seconder, and was dropped.

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THE LATE R. C. VYNER AND IilS HORSES. 

K. (\ Vyner, the well-known Yorkshire sports- 
inaii :m«l racehorse owner, who won tlie Grand 
Prize of Paris with Minting and tlie St. l.cger 
with Tbe Lam Irk in. died at his residence in Lon- 
don. March 19. after a short illness, at the age of 
7'! years. 

There was no 1 tetter “all-round” sportsman in 
England than Mr. It. C. Vyner. Educated at Eton, 
he was for some time in the Grenadier Guards, 
hut sold out after his marriage. It is not gener- 
ally known that this scion of one of the most 
sporting families in Yorkshire commenced rac- 
ing in !S7i. under the assumed name of “Mr. 
Sirring.” when he had a few horses in the Ash- 
gill stable and several trained by Sanderson at 
llambletou House. Thirsk. The Lambkin and 
.Inventus were left him by his brother, the late 
Mr. Clare Vyner. The first horse raced by Mr. 
1!. C. Vyner. as “Mr. Spring.” was Claret Grove, 
by Claret, tram The Fox. which, as a l'our-vear- 
o!d. was a singularly unfortunate horse, as after 
winning his tirst race — the Newby Plate of $250. at 
Kipon, in 1S71 — lie took part in ten more journeys 
without gaining brackets. 

After that period Mr. Vyner always had a few 
horses in training, but did not win an itniKjrtnnt 
race until Organist took tlie Chester Cup in 1S74. 
This crack he purchased from Mr. Gicadowe after 
he had won the Iaiiubton Plate at Durham — alxmt 
a month previously. With Organist he also won 
i hi* Gold Vase at Ascot. I soiling the French horse. 
Montargis. which the year previous had taken the 
Cambridgeshire for Henry Jenning's stable. or- 
ganist lieat the latter by a head, and as Lilian 
and Miss Tote, laitli capital mares, were behind 
the pair, the performance of the musician was a 
good one. Organist was bred by James Ridley 

brother-in-law to John. Robert. William and 
George Osborne — at liellerby. Torn Chaloner re- 
sells! at Middleham in those days, when Tom 
Winter, of Caller oil celebrity, was also in form 
with some horses owned by "Hilly” Nicbol and 
several others in bis stable. 

After the success of Organist Mr. Vyner always 
had a few horses in training, but never a really 
good winner, nor any that probably paid their 
expenses until 1 ss;;, when he owned the three- 
year old til ly F nigra. by Camballo. from Gambia, 
which won him her lirst three races in succession, 
i 'oinmeneiug at Newcastle Spring she took the 
deldon Handicap, and went to Pontefract, where 
she won the Carleton Handicap. She next 1e«»k 
tlie Ilamblet eii Plate at Thirsk Spring. Mr. 
\ yuer also owned Tarrangonesc. a brother to 
l’ragra. and ran him in many races as a two- 
year old without any good result. With Sarra, 

a two-year-old by Camballo. Mr. Vyner took the 
Ssvil Park Stakes, also in 1883, and the Giin- 

craek Slakes with Juvcntue. During the follow- 
ing season, however, Mr. Vyner dropped into almost 
proverbial good luck, for not only did the ,%-ligill 
stable win him some good races, but The Lamb- 
kin look for him tlie St. Lean*. GiariOM, the two- 
year-old by Camballo. from Gloria, won him six 

prizes, four id' these being lauded in succession, 

namely, the Northern Juvenile Plate at Lincoln 
Spring, the Prince of Wales’ Stakes’ at Ponte- 

fract. and Hie Victoria Plate at the same meeting. 
She also took tin- Little John Plate at Notting- 
ham Spring, the Bishop Burton Stakes at Beverley, 
and the Wright Stakes at Richmond. With the 
two year -old Alb he won four races. This filly was 
a daughter of Speculum, from Silver Band. Hie 
won the Zetland Plate at Catteriek. the Fitz- 
williaiu Stakes at Dom-aster Spring, the Londes- 
horough Stakes at Pontefract, and cut down eleven 
opponents for tlie Kglinton Nursery at the Man- 
chester Novemlier meeting. It will thus Is 1 seen 
that, considering the small hand of horses Mr. 
Vinter had in training, he must la* put down as 
having had a successful season with the lot in 
work at Ashgiil. 

The Lambkin ran only twice as a two-year-old. 
and the lirst time of asking he won the Knits Plate 
at Doncaster in a canter from Richelieu, when giving 
weight to that eolt. There were eight others be- 
hind the pair of middling class, but tlie colt won so 
i asily, and was so good-looking, that lie made many 
friends. He ran once again as a two-year-old for the 
Chesterfield Nursery at Derby, but was unplaced to 
IVrdita II.. to which he was trying to give 30 pounds, 
and there were tiveut.v-two runners. He wintered 
well, and rau for the City ami Suburban, when lie was 
beaten with only 84 (m mills on his hack, hut he went 
down with a lot of good horses in that race, 
as (Quicklime, for once at his best and lightly 
handicapped, won easily. At Saudoivn. The Lamb- 
kin bad. however, an easier task to lieat Acrostic 
for the Esher Stakes, when giving that horse two 
pounds. Stilt, the company with which he raced was 
moderate, and although he took the Summer Cup. 
over three miles, from his only oppom nt. My T.ud, 
easily, there were many people who did not consider 
him genii enough to win the St. Ia*ger. In fact. Scot- 
free had by far the largest following, and Superha. 
with Sir Reuben and Harvester, were better favor- 
ites than the Heath House champion. Tic* Lamb- 
kin. after a stoutly contested linish with Saudiway, 
landed tlie coveted prize for a good and popular 
sportsman. Prior to this victory lie had run for 
tin* Grand Prize of Paris, but Little Duck beat him 
easily. 

Mr. Vyner was the son of the late Captain Henry 
Vyner of Gaiithy. Lincolnshire, and Neivby Hall. 
Kipon. Ilis mother was a daughter of the tirst 
Karl ile Gray. In his younger days Mr. Vyner was 
an ardent patron of coursing. His brother won the 
’I wo Thousand Guineas with the famous horse. Cam- 
ballo. the year being 1875. and while Mr. It. C. 
probably lost a Derby through the non entry of 
Organist, it was considered so at the time. Cam- 
ballo met with a mishap after IPs Guiiiwts victory, 
and could not reproduce his best form at Epsom. 
Mention may here be made of the heroism shown by 
the brothers Vyner on the occasion of that never- 
lo-bo-fori-olten York and Ainstay hunting accident 
which gave great grief to them and many others. 
Then, some years later, came more family trouble 
in tlie death of Camballo’ s owner. The cut Hug short 
of i career which happened to one might, at an 
earlier date, have been tic* lot of both. Hail they 
not been experienced swimmers they might have 
shared Hie same fate as others i’i their filial acci- 
dent at Newby in lsiui. when, iu tlie flint-running 
ami swollen I re. the ferry bout turned over, and 
riders a ltd horses of the York and Ainsty Hunt, 
including Sir Charles Slingshy. Die master, were pre- 
cipitated into the river. Indescribably sail was the 
scene; ton sail for contemplation by tin* survivors 
iieu now. in all these were eleven horses ami 
thirteen men. including the two in charge of tin* 
boat, and in a few minutes six of that crew, in- 
eluding Sir Charles Slingshy. the master, were 
dead. Cnmlwllo's owner and Mr. Robert escaped, 
but the life-saving deeds of these two brothers 
were heroic in the extreme. It was Mr. Henry 
Vyner, lirst in that fatal upturned boat, who 
pulled the yet-living Sir George Wombwclt. «f 
dalaclava fame, on to the ' raft; it was Mr. Robert 
Vyner who plunged in from the bank and saved an- 
other popular and almost exhaust <1 spoilsman iu Mr. 
]•;. Llyoil: but Sir Charles Slingshy. tin* master, 
when swimming for the bank, was seized with 
erne'ii. and lost. 

Minor successes, in comparison with that of Mint- 
ing. may be passed over. Minting bad tbe mi -for- 
tune to be of classic age in tlu* same year as tlie 
might i Ormonde, and in tin* Guineas the Duke of 
Westminster’s eolt lieat Mr. Vyucr’s son of Lord 
Lyon by mvo lengths. If was recognized that Mint- 
ing stood no chance of reversing the placings in the 
Derby, and Mr. Vyner cnnseipienllv decided to keep 
bis eolt for the Grand Prize of Paris. F. Archer 
rode tin* eolt, and iva< looking round on passing the 
winning nos!, the prize being worth nearly S30.00.') 
to the owm*r of the violet livery. The following 
year .Minting won the Jubilee Cup at Ascot, with 
John Osborn** tip, under I .‘14 pounds. Then followed 
the great battle lietwecu Ormond" and Minting in 
the Hardwi' ke Slakes at Ascot. They met at level 
weights. Bill pounds, and Ormonde gained the ver- 
dict by a m ek after a most terrific struggle. B***i- 
digo being three lengths Is-l'ind tin* second. Minting, 
a- a t wo-vi-ar-obl. made IPs debut bv whining the 
Sea ion Delaval Stakes at Newtna rk**t by six lengths; 
tlu* Prince iff Wales’ Slakes at !; tlie i*h im- 

pugn*: (he Triennial at Newmarket, and (lie Mill'll** 
Park Plate were added : a due succession, and at tin* 

* ml of the season le had an unbeaten record, though 
Bra*.v Lass only missed tin* latter by a neck. As a 
live year-old Minting won tlu* Great Jubilee Handi- 
cap at Kemplon Park, with 14b pounds on his b:o-k. 
and took the Hardwick** Stakes under 13.S pounds, 
two wonderful performances. 

The year IKKi; was altogether a good one for 
Mr. Vyner. for in addition to Minting's French 
victory Stone Clink non for him the x'ortiiiim- 
lierlaiMl Plate and the < Vsarew iu-li. while nianv 
other good races were lion. During the following 
season Mr. Vyner owned such cracks as I'row- 
!x*rry, Gautby. Fallow Chat. Itiviare. a ml Gloria- 
t ! .in* and Stone Clink earned m'"a* stakes. Gloria- 
liuii won the Cambridgeshire, and bis victory came 
:■ Ih inf in a peculiar way. A young sportsman 
fancied tlu* colt mid hacked him. The owner 
cons'ilered that Gloriatiun toed i*., chance, and was 
***i the |M*int of scratching the liorsi* when, learn- 
ing from tin* young gentleman's father that his

During the past few seasons numerous 
races have lien non. Matthews, and. since that 
trainer’s death, F. Cole, having lieon in charge at 
N on by. 

Mr. Vyner purchased Rosebery at a knockout 
price when that horse came under the hummer at 
Tattersail’s. and the horse proved a tremendous 
bargain. He sired many winners of note, includ- 
ing Lady Roseliery. of Liverjiool Cup fame: Knight 
of tlie Thistle, winner of the “Jubilee.” and 
Crow berry. Tlie la l tor ran second iu I lie Epsom 
Derby and Grand Prize of Paris in Mr. Vyncr’s 
colors, and Rosebery’s services at tbe stud were 
eventually in rcipiest at a high figure. Mr. Vyner 
often held a nomination in the Waterloo Cup. but 
was never successful in winning the Blue Ribbon 
of the Imasli. although liis representatives often 
went through several stages.— London Simrtsuiau. 



ALLY SLOPER’S GRAND NATIONAL VICTORY. 

The running of the Grand National Steeplechase 
at Liver|*ool. March IMS, was viewed by a great as- 
semblage and there was much satisfaction in Eng- 
lish racing circles over tin* fact that the Lincoln 
and Liverpool meetings were both quite successful 
financially as well as iu the way of capital racing. 
Describing the great jumping race London Sports- 
man of the next day said: “The way was now clear 

for the i'ig event, and there was a general move to 
see the various competitors in the paddock. Bache- 
lor’s Flight did not please some of the critics, who 
voted him line drawn, and it was curious how 
strangely divided were Irish opinions, some de- 
claring that, bar accident, he could n**t be lira tell, 
while others were equally positive that he would 
not get round.

“There was one breakaway before Bachelor’s 
Flight went off iu front of Irish Mail. The Babe. 
Biiilaivarrn. Ballyhacklo. Blow Pipe, Alfred Noble, 
Jacobus, Father Confessor. Ally Sloper. and Denis 
Auburn. Distaff whipping In. AH went well until 
reaching tlie third fence, which brought listen down, 
a:nl at the next but one Lord Marcus and Bachelor’s 
Flight were put out of court. Blow Pipe then went 
*>n in command from Bnllawarra. St. Matbiirin. 
Irish Mail. The Babe. Ilackler’s Bey. Denis Auburn, 
Father C< nfessor. Siller Top. Alfred Noble, and 
Balseadden, of which the last-named came down 
at flu* fence next lieyond Valentine’s, as did also 
Bahadur. Bullawana fell at the water, over which 
Blow Pipe showed the way from The Babe. Jacobus. 
St. Mattiuriu. Hackler’s _B**.v. Alfred Noble, Father 
Confessor. Irish Mail. Ally Sloper. Tliowl Pin. 
Silver Top. Denis Aiilmnt. Dislaff. and Baily- 
liacklc. in the order named, with Balscaddeu. which 
had been remounted, tailed off. while the loose 
Bnllawarra was amusing himself smashing through 
the rails, and finally pulled up looking over th is*.* 
which bound tin* turn out of tin* straight. In the 
second circuit St. Mathurin II. retired at the fence 
after Heritor's, and in falling upset Denis Auburn, 
while Jacobus blundered badly, and Newey not 
only lost bis irons but stirrups as well, the cause 
of tin trouble having been a bump from Tliowl 
Pin. Irish Mail (which had I teen running with tin* 
front lot) was beaten and pulled up three fences 
from home, and prior to that Baliyhackle broke 
down badly in the off foreleg. When Bachelor’s 
Flight fell llarty injured his head and arm. which 
were surgically treated on the s|s>t. After land- 
ing on the racecourse Alfred Noble joined Jacobus, 
which had gone to the head of affairs soon after 
his blunder, and tin* pair came racing away holly 
pursued by Ally Sloper and Father Confessor, the 
latter being beaten between the last two fences, 
where "Ally” challenged, and quickly taking the 
measure of the other two won a fine race for I.ad.v 
Nelson by a collide of lengths from Jacobus, which 
in turn was eight lengths in front of Father Con- 
fessor. Close up, Alfred Nolde was fourth, and 
following him in the order named came Tliowl 
Pin. Silver Top. anil Balseadden. which must surely 
have won hut for h’s fall, though the winner also 
had two narrow escapes from coming to grass. The 
remainder of the racing calls for little comment 
except lo note with satisfaction the resneitntion 
of Uoselaml. which made a rare example of the 
opjKisitiou for the Bickerstaffe Stakes, and thereby 
reminded era* forcibly of bis high class two-year- 
old form, while Matter acquitted himself smartly 
in winning the iBridgeinaii Stakes, and Mr. Basset 
completed a nice double event with St. Olivias in 
the Knoii sle.v Plate. 

“A lady owner won the Grand National yester- 
day fin* tlie first thin* in tlie history of the race. 
Ally Sloper being the property of Lady Nelson. 
Ally Siopi-r was the lirst six-year-old to win since 
Anthusii 11. carried the Royal colors tirst home in 
1900. though many others have Mined at that age. 
including Drogheda. Hex. Roquefort. Voluptuary. 
Zoodonc. Seaman. The Colonel, and Tin* Lamb, while 
Emblematic was a six -year-old when he won for 
Lord Coventry fifty -one years ago. Ally Sloper’s 
pedigree, by Ihe way. traces hack to Hie Chester 
Cup winner of ls7o. Our Mary Aim. The victory 
was heartily received. Ally Sliqier is trained by 
tin* Hon. A. Hastings, ivlio also prepared and rode 
Ascetic’** Silver tirst home in l!iu*i. while tlie suc- 
cessful jockey. J. R. Anthony. iv.,n the race on 
Gleiiside four years ago. The race was run iu 
0:47 If,.” 

TIIE QUESTION OF CORRECT ODDS. 

Starting price betting lias greatly increased iu 
Sydney of recent years, and this, of course, lias h*d 
to newspapers exercising more care than formerly 
in respect f their quotations in connection with 
miuor events. Still, disputes as to the correctness 
of the returns are not iiiieointnon. and occasionally 
a deal of dilficulty atlachcs to furnishing prices so 
absolutely correct as to lie fair alike to bookmaker 
and backer. If a horse shortens i-onsiilerabiy at the 
last moment and wins, some members of tbe ring 
are always ready to proclaim it started ai a slightly 
shorter price than was really the ease, while, on the 
other hand, many race goers who had not noted its 
sudden advance in tin* belting would 1«* prepared to 
declare that the odds they heard off* lisl seven or 
eight minutes before the running of the race con- 
stituted the actual starting price. Though they 
might honestly think -at. they would be entirely 
wrong, ami that is where the troubles of press 
men who attend to such matters come in. 

In England a couple of the leading sis>rting papers 
have high-salaried men whose side duty on a race- 
course is to attend to market fluctuations ami start- 
ing pro cs, and yet it occasionally happens that they 
differ from half a point to a point in the case <*f a 
well-becked winner. This is not difficult to under- 
stand. either, for on the principal English racc- 
ctiirrscs. as at Randv.iek and Fieiningtou. it is prob- 
able that :il times the difference in quotations of 
various bookmakers Is so marked as to neci-ssitate 
tin* striking of an average. Exception may be taken 
to this idea, also to the suggestion that there are 
occasions en which it is unfair to accept tlu* quota- 
tions of, say. a couple of men. as governing the 
starling price returns for the whole of the ring. 

I can hear someone say: “Tlie longest odds offered 

at tin* close "f business must be accepted as Ihe 
starting price.” That sounds perfectly correct, too, 
brt in equity is such the ease’* 

It often happens that at the eninineneenient of 
betting on a race, some 1 took linkers “hung on” 
to a horse, and at the last mom iu deckle to in- 
crease their liability against it. with the result 
that they may offer, say, 7 to 2. as against a 
general quotation of 3 s. When tbe horses were 
at ilie pest ill a race .it a suburban meeting r •- 
eentiy. I heard two or three "sniiill” iiiimi offering 
half a point more than could ht- obtained in other 
quarters, and naturally it will be contended their 
quotation was entitl'd to be accepted as the horse’s 
proper starting price. But was it. in view of the 
fact that ii would have been impossible to place 
in<*r** then S50— $25 would be nearer the mark - 
with each *>l those men without reducing the price 
to that offered by other me;. liters of the ring? 
Possibly a total of between $10o and $123 could 
have been invested with the throe at the longer 
I price, and I question whether that amount was 
I sufficient to govern tlu* start ing-priee returns of 
the remainder of the ring. ll would Is* hard to 
deciih* exactly wlicre to draw the line, but wliili* 
one eoiibl readily accept tin* longer quotation where 
ten of sixty bookmakers were offering it. lie* posi- 
tion. in ini opinion, would is* different with tlie 
proportion much smaller, especially in view of tin* 
fact of a limited ainniinl being available at the 
more liberal quotation. Hn the oilier liainl. the 
content i.'ii is sound 'that ibi* longest price offered 

though even b.i only oil- man .il tbe close of 
business is ihe one to which the starting price 
backer is entitled, bill for the reasons given, hard 
and fast adherence to this idea would, at times, be 
decidedly unfair lo a majority of the members of 
the ring— Pilot iu Syd’uey Referee.
